2. Foreign-going Steamers from and to 
Hongkong, Macao, etc, trading for the 
voyage up and down river. 

LOCAL RIVER STEAMERS will deposit 
their registers with their Consul or if Consularly 
unrepresented) with the Customs at Canton or 
Kongmoon, where the Customs, in addition 
to inspection or issue of the Arms Certificate, 
will iasue a Certificate to the steamer to bo 
called the RIVER PASS valid for the year 
during which issued, on expiry of which it 
must be either surrendered or renewed at Can- 
ton or Kongmoon. 

FOREIGN-GOING STEAMERS will enter 
the West River sither via Kongmoon or via 
Canton, Ifentering via Kongmoon they will 
take the Motomoon (Broadway) route and 
report at the Mongchao (Lappa Customs) 
Station, to comply with the requirements of 
previous regulations including issue or inspec- 
tion of Arma Certificate, and take out the 
KONGMOON PASS.

RUSSIA AND THE OPENING OF 
VMANCHORAN PORTS, 
AL reece s Semon 
INTERESTING ARTICLE IN A RUSSIAN JOURAL. 


Iwas recently repuried by teleyiam that the 
Russian Governinent had refused to grant an 
exequatur to the American Consal appointed 
to Antung in virtue of the American-Chinese 
Commerc jal ‘Treaty on the ground tha’ no 
foreigners cul be perinitted on the Liao-tung 
peninsula during the war, How that Treaty 15 
regarded by the "forward" pany in Russia 
may be seen from the following translation 
of a recent artcle in the Sv. Petersburg 
Gicelle + 

“AS regards (hose treaties which China, 
after extreme hesitation, has ratified, the Pek- 
ing Government has taken an exceedingly 
tisky step, which may place it in a very 
awkward situation. China has by ‘one stroke 
of (he pen opened to foreign trade the 
principal centres of Manchuria, entirely ignor- 
iny the position created at the present time 
in Manchuria by the presence there of our 
troops ,uarding the railroad owned by us. 
These economic interests in Manchuria have 
cetlainly given us rights of hypothecat-on. To 
say the least, it was in the highest degree im- 
politic on the part of the Celestial Empire to 
offer freedom of trade on territory nat altogether 
its own, without previously obtaining the con- 
sent and permission of Russia, Our country 
cannot, aed will not, permit its lawful Tights to 
ie interfered with, and itis exceedingly pos- 
sib.e that (he only way out of the position will 
be the tormal annex .t in of Manchuna to the 
Russian dommons Such a step would be 
justified on many gr. unds. We are forced to 
wound it has been brought about by the policy 
of the Chinese Government. Such a step, 
once accomphshed, would not call forth any 
protest rom the Powers, they having long been 
prepared to expect it and to regard it as un- 
avoidable. +0 cleara point could yive rise to 
no rupture with the United States, the mare so 
as America has no desire to engage in aoy 
actively hostile politics, having before her the 
full knowledge that if anything in the shape of 
a Japanese-American combination were effect- 
ed, Russia would not stand isolated, but have 
France on her side. Japan would protest, but 
that does put alter the present situation, as 
after the rupture, which has so far beenavoided 
matters would not undergo any great change. 
As regards the trading rights of America, the 
question could be arranged without stsaining 
the Russo-American relations. It is well 
known that American policy is distinguished 
above all by its practicability.

FOREIGN VESSELS FOR THE 
COASTING TRADE. 
—— 
REMARKABLE PROCEDURE OF MARITIME 
OFFICIALS. 

With reference to the special telegram from 
our Yokohama correspondent, printed in uur 
yesterday's issue, the follawing from the Kode 

Chronicle will be read with interest :— 

It is well-known that various fureign vessels 
are now being chartered for the coasting trade 
by Japanese. companies. Before they can be 
permitted to enter upon the coasting trade, 
however, they have to undergo examination at 
the hands of the maritime officials, and accord- 
ing to information r-aching us from a member 
of the shipping community, the procedure is 
certainly remarkable.

ALFRED “HOLT AND CHINA MUTUAL LINE, - 


There has been for several weeks Past extra- 
ordinary activity displayed at the Morpeth and 
Egerton Docks, Birkenhead, in consequence’ 
of what may be described as an unprecedenied 
rush of cargo to the Far East by the Alfred 
Holt and China Mutual Line, belonging to the 
same firm, One day recently, the spectacle in 
the dock was unique, for there were four Holt 
boats in evidence at the same time, and they 
left on the same day. ‘These were the Tdomeneus, 
the Agamemnon, the Anchtsis, and the A/ac- 
Avon. Few persons engaged at the docks have 
ver seen such a simultaneous aggregation of 
Steamers belonging to the same firm, says a 
home paper just to hand, The AMfachaon was 
only clepitrting to visit some British ports with 
goods before preparing a return journey, The 
Ships outward bound one week were the 
Menelaus, for Shanghai, and the RAipeus, for 
Penung, Singapore, Hongkong and Japan. The 
latter is an extra and special boat, which has 
been on the station to meet energencies, in 
Consequence of the two outward-going Far 
East boats, the Jdomeneus and the Agamemnon, 
being unuble last week to take in the cargo, 
which ‘arrived from Manchester, Lancashire 
Kenerally and other centres. The cargo 
was of such quantities that it made 
quite a block at Egerton Dock shed, . and 
could only be cleared by persistent and well 
organised efforts, The scene at the goads 
stations of the Cheshire Line (the Great Nor- 
thern, Midland, and Great Central) and also at 
the London and North-Western Morpeth Goods 
Station was in every respect remarkable. he 
merchandise consisted chiefly of enormous 
quantities of cotion goods and miscellaneous 
articles, machinery, &c. All the railway sta- 
tions have been working at considerable pies- 

Sure, but at the Egerton Dock tin shed, which 
is the feeding ground of the Far East vessels, 
the activity displayed has been quite abnormal, . 
The shed has been so blocked with goods that 
it was found impossible to take in the material 
that was arriving, and this had to remain at the 
railway depots till such time as a purtial 
clearance into the ship could be effected, 
when further consignments of goods were 
Permitted ta enter. The pressure has been 
met by night and day exertions and by. 
reat energy on the part of the official stafi =< 
There was’ various reasons assigned for the 
abnormal spurt in the Far East trade, the 
chief and most popslar one being that ship- 
pers were anxious to get their goods landed, 
if possible, in China and Japan before the aut- 
break of hostilities. .This, however, is not 
regarded in the offical circles immediately con- 
cerned as the real renson, though it may ace 
countto a large extent forthe undoubted in- 
crease of shipments, In the Far East trade 
about the season there is always more or less 
of a rush, though in the memory. of those active- 
ly engaged for years at these docks, or in con- 
nec’ion with the Holt Line of steamers, there is 
nothing like the pressure of this year. Goods 
of all kinds were being brought iuto the docks 
from the various railway depots, while large 
quantities were also arriving by water—by the

into hue, The Japanese are keenly alive to this 
alsn, hence their determination to accept no 
furthee delay, ‘Chev reasonably prefer to force 
a struggle now rather than to wait until the 
five first-class battleships now building on the 
Neva are com,leted. (ne of these the 
Kussiins hoped to have finished and despatch- 
ed before the end of last year, Great efforts 
were made to secure this result, but without 
success, [tas difficult: to say when these 
vessels will be finished, Russian delays are 
proverbial in warsbip-burding. But for this 
year (-gog) it is hardly probable that more 
than two oul of five wl be ready for service. 

lUhas been stated that Russia has large re- 
serves, and thateveual Japan won in the first 
encounter her best ships would sustain such 
damages in action as to be laid aside many 
months for repair, while Russia might organise 
and despatch a second fleet.

WHO ARE THE ELDER STATESMEN? 

In British administration there is no exact 
paralled 10 the Genro, or Elder Statesmen. 
The body was founded about seven years ago. 
It consisted of those men who had served their 
country well before the present Administration 
came into force—in fact, when Japan was under 
a kind « f feudal system, 

Thase who had become famous in war or 
finance or other political departments were 
formed into a council under the new Con. 
stitulion, ‘This council is convoked by the 
Mikado at any critical (ime, and the members 
forming it give him advice as to what course 
of policy he should adopt. ‘Their decision, 
however, has no weight over the Constitution ; 
they yive their advice, but it is not necessarily 
followed. They resemble our own Cabinet 
Council shorn of its authority, 

A statesman, once a member of the Genro, 
is always a member, irrespective of whether he 
is in or out of office. No additions are made 
to the body, and in time it will be extinct. At 
the present time the Genro consists of four or 
five members, among them being Marquis Ito, 
Marquis Yamagata, Count Inouye, and Count 
Matsugata. These are-all that is left of what 
was once a numerous body. Marquis Ito, who 
is. about sixty-three years of age, may be 
regarded as the maa who has made Japan a 
modom nation, He has fora long time

He is at present 
Field-Marshal of the Army, and the greatest 
military authority in his land. He was of that 
hand of patriots who assis‘ed the Emperor to 
the restured throne, and naturally he enjoys 
his master’s confidence He is getting on for 
sixty-six years of aye, but is still unimpaired 
men ally and physically. 

Count Inouye shares with Marquis Ito 
the title of reformer of Japan. Ie, with 
his distinguished compatriot, left the East 
when quite a youth to go to the West 
and when they went back they took Wes- 
tern ideas with them. At that time the 
Jopanese did not wish to be reformed and 
motemised, and his life was ofien in danger 
from fanatics, He was the Japanese Ambus- 
sador at the Court of Berlin some years back. 

Count Matsugata has twice heen Premier of 
Japan, and served for fourteen years as Finance 
Minister He is one of the yreatest financiers 
Japan ever produced, and bis country owes it 
tuhiay that she recavered so rapidly after the 
Satsuma rebellion of 1877, He is getting on 
for sixty-eight years of aye, butis strong and 
healthy that his country counts upon many 
vears of valuable service from him,
